When a boy on the lee side of his 


teens the writer read the life of George 
Washington by the light ol a tallow 
dip on cold winter evenings until mid- 
night, but in ail that, was said by his 
biographer respecting that great and 
good man not a word was written that 
tended to convey an idea that Wash- 
ington, when he waa President of the 
United States, had a policy of govern- 
ment, or a policy in any form that 
pertained to his office as President. 


To be just, it may be admitted that 


"Washington was large enough to be 
President without a polioy. Whatever 
may have been the cause, it is not 
recorded in history that he had a 
policy, ior that any President of the 
United States before McKinley had a 
polioy. 


The policy of tha country before 


MoKinley and the money power came 
into control of government waa de- 
clared by congress, and when declared 
by that body it became the duty of the 
executive to enforce the polioy framed 
by it, but we have neoa recently in- 
formed that a change haa came in our 
form of government respecting the 
manner of declaring its polioy, and 
that congress has been *et aside re- 
garding its right to declare a polioy of 
government, and a money-power-one- 
man policy has beeii suostituted for 
the time honored course, and legiti- 
mate authority of congress in matters 
of policy, wbioh change, it is claimed, 
has been endorsed by the people, 
which is a money power lie. 


Tbe substitution of the money-power 


one-man policy ii a substitution of the 
will of one man, who by the substitu- 
tion of bis will in mutters of policy 
becomes a ruler, and thereupon he 
ceases to be a servant of the people 
and imperialism is a fact. 


It is a de3ire of the writer that tbe 


readers of the JOURNAL should under- 
stand the principle in government 
which makes it imperialistic. When 
the will of a man is the rule of govern- 
ment it is in form and fact imperialis- 
tic. Law under that condition is not 
the rule of government, because tbe 
rule of a man's will is the rule by 
which government is administered. 
"When a public servant, such as is the 
President of the United States, sub- 
stitutes hia will or method wbicb rep- 
resents his will for the rule of law that 
congress is required under our system 
to prescribe, it is imperialistic in form 
and in fact. 


It is claimed by President McKin- 


ley's political friends that his poUcy is 
endorsed. Under our system of gov- 
ernment President McKinley cannot 
have a policy—tbat ia, the polioy of 
Mr. McKinley in government, as it is 
the province of congress to declare 
either directly or indirectly the policy 
of the government through law, and 
should 
it 
be true that President 


MoKinley has n policy of his own in 
government, it is imperialistic, because 
it is not authorized by law. 


Wheo. Colonel Monroe was President 


of the United States a grave question 
was presented by the action of Spain 
to our government when it was pro- 
posed by that power to subdue the 
South American elates who had by 
force of arms maintained their inde- 
pendence Bgaiost Spain, Great Britain 
who was opposed to Spain at that time 
applied to the United States for aid to 
prevent Spain from reacquiring juris- 
diction oven the 
South American 


States. Great Britain was alone in her 
opposition to Spain who had what was 
then termed the Holy Alliance as an 
ally. Britain then bad all Europe to 
oppose her in her policy against Spain. 


President Monroe when the difficult 


question was presented tbat might in- 
clude a war with Spain did not deem it 
necessary 
that 
his 
administration 


should rise to tba dignity of un inde- 
pendent policy. Monroe was a patriot 
after the old stylo and he referred the 
whole matter in a message to Congress 
and a policy was in truth agreed upon 
that baa taken the name of that pat- 
riotic president known as tbe Monroe 
Doutrine that has conferred honor 
upon his country. Should tbe Mc- 
Kinley doctrine of one man power be- 
come fixed and lasting as the Monroe 
Doctrine tbe destiny of tbe United 
States will close in darkness that will 
affect the destiny of the race and the 
whole human family for centuries to 
come. 


England when the Monroe Doctrine 


had its origin was satisfied with a re- 
quest made for Bid l>y the United 
States against Spain. 
She did not 


attempt as now to place her form of 
government or any part of it, upon the 
United States as the Revolution and 
the "War of 1812 were too recent for

of the company, situated in the Bank 
of Nevada building, last evening to 
inspect the workings of the new line.

The first place called up was Vinton, 


where Miss Vinton, the obliging oper- 
ator, told as "they were still in the 
land of the living." 


From Vinton we were switched on to 


Downieville, thence to Qaincy and 
from there to Nevada City. Here we

lit no welcome. 


From Nevada City we were switched 


cm to Frisco, the metropolis. Here we 
were greeted by one who must have 
UK-U a pretty "hello" girl.

o f ! ho places mentioned spoke of how 
Kl-id they were to "see" us. 


The line worked perfectly, the voice 


of the Saa Francisco party being as 
plain and clear as if speaking but a few 
feet away. 


A large force of men will at onoe be
